‘Didsbury’ 
becomes 
brand name 
for gloves

A high-end winter glove branded ‘Didsbury’ is cur¬ 
rently in the design phase and is set to launch through¬ 
out North America. 

Tadashi Sunagawa, president and CEO of Les Gants 
glove factory in Didsbury’s twin city Miki Town, asked 
to use ‘Didsbury’ as a brand name. 

“He’s a very, very strong supporter and believes in it 
(economic partnership) very much and wants to see 
what we can do to ensure that it continues," said 
Wittal. 

The Town of Didsbury has signed an agreement with 
Les Gants to permit the use of portions of the town 
logo that will be on each glove manufactured. The 
gloves, expected to he winter gloves, are presently 
being designed. 

Sunagawa has sent a contract to the town, and Wittal 
said it’s currently being translated to make sure every¬ 
one understand the requirements. Council and town 
administration will also have to figure out how they 
will enter the agreement and whether it will be through 
the town or a separate business. 

The benefit of the partnership is to give Didsbury 
better exposure in Canada and North America, 
explains W’ittal. He also wants to set up a trust fund to 
collect money from sales. 

“We want dollars to go hack towards the exchange 
program. We can offer a portion of any gloves back 
into a trust fund to allow students to continue on an 
exchange or set up bursaries or grants for students 
who want to continue their education in Japan or 
Canada, or something like this," said Wittal. 

During a trip to Didsbury’s twin city Miki Town last 
year, Mayor Brian Wittal, CAO Roy Brown and admin¬ 
istrative assistant Luana Smith spoke w ith five differ¬ 
ent business, including Les Gants about the prospect 
of bringing international businesses to Central Alberta. 

Wittal, Brown and Smith returned the invitation to 
businesses last year to visit Didsbury and plans are 
underway to bring officials to town in 2011. 

“Some expressed interest in a return trip or trade 
mission to Central Alberta to see what business oppor¬ 
tunities there are and whether they can align with busi¬ 
nesses here to do it together, or find opportunities for 
investments," explained Wittal. Miki Town business 
leaders invited include those from Morikawa Gage 
Works - a machinery manufacturer hoping to tap into 
Alberta’s oil and gas market - and Yamatomi Japanese 
Lacquer Ware, interested in opening a branch or dis¬ 
tributing their wares here. 

“Our goal is getting it set up so they can get in con¬ 
tact with the right people. The key, the important thing 
when we’re meeting is building all the relationships 
and introducing them to people that we know. Then 
they can go from there, and we can take a step back,” 
he said.

With 2011 just around 
the comer, Mayor Brian 
Wittal is “cautiously opti¬ 
mistic” about plans for the 
new year. 

“This year is crunch time 
- we need to make deci¬ 
sions on what we’re mov¬ 
ing forward with," said 
Wittal. He said there are a 
number of key issues that 
have to be decided includ¬ 
ing what will be done with 
the sewer and water sys¬ 
tems that need to expand 
for future growth. Other 
initiatives include ongoing 
maintenance to street and 
sidewalk repairs. 

“Depending on funding, 
one project can swallow 
up our budget for a num¬ 
ber of years and that could 
impact other things we 
want to do but may not be 
able to,” said Wittal.

Both the Stelmach amt 
Harper governments have 
recently launched science- 
based reviews of Alberta’s 
oilsands operations - large¬ 
ly in response to recent 
international criticism of a 
resource that is absolutely 
critical to the province’s 
economic well-being. 

And while the actual oil- 
sands operations are locat¬ 
ed in northeast Alberta, far 
from Mountain View and 
Red Deer Counties, rev¬ 
enue generated through 
oilsand extraction pays for 
hospitals, schools and 
many other public services 
in this region and else¬ 
where in the province. 

As such every Albertan, 
including those in West 
Central Alberta, has a vest¬ 
ed interest in having the 
reviews succeed in clarify¬ 
ing whether Alberta really 
is a mayor producer of so- 
called ‘Dirty Oil’ as the crit¬ 
ics now claim. 

For his part, federal 
Environment Minister John 
Baird says the ‘Oilsands 


Advisory Panel’ has been 
put in place because 
Alberta’s oilsands opera¬ 
tions play a mayor role in 
meeting Canada’s energy 
needs. 

Last week the federal 
panel recommended an 
overhaul of environmental 
monitoring of oilsands 
operations. Batird was 
quick to say that the feder¬ 
al government plains to fol¬ 
low the panel’s recommen¬ 
dations. 

"The actions wo will take 
will he guided by science 
amd facts, not by politics 
and public relations,” said 
Baiird.

plementary efforts aimed 
at clarifying a situation that 
impacts all Canadians. 

“The bottom line is we 
must assure Albertans, 
Canadians - and the world - 
that the oilsands are being 
developed responsibly,” 
said Renner. 

“To do this, Alberta 
needs a first-rate monitor¬ 
ing system to protect all 
environmental media - air, 
land, water, and biodiversi¬ 
fy-

with the panel on the need 
for a state-of-the-art envi¬ 
ronmental monitoring sys¬ 
tem in the oilsands area.” 

If the scientific reviews
